The talk of possible re- 
jublican supremacy iu the state, and 
>f tho revival of the third-term party 
n consequence of Mr. Frelinghuy- 
sen's return to public life, is too ab 
snrd to be treated seriously. Mr. 
Frelinghuysen is an almost unknown 
factor in our state politics. Ho would 
lever have been heard of at all had not 
republican governor once appointed 
lira to till a vacancy in tho United 
States senate on account of his family 
name. Ho naturally became his own 
successor for a singlo term. Then the 
democrats controlled his own legis- 
lature and ho was shelved. Instead 
o£ staying at the front as a leader in 
the party, Mr. Frelinghuysen dis- 
appeared as suddenly as he bad 
emerged from obscurity in tho be 
ginning. 
Conventions were held, 


governors and congressmen nomi- 
nated, year after year, without con 
suiting tho ex-senator. Ho had no 
following or backing in the state. It 
was said that he was awaiting the 
turn of the political wheel to put him 
back in the senate. When the time 
came ho showed an utter lack of 
sagacity. He declared for Grant in 
1880, when it was apparent that 
Elaine was tho choice of the repub- 
licans of tho senate.

Beoville resumed the erosp-examinn- 
liou relative to various forms of in 
sanity.

show impairment in inoi-t all forms 
of insanity. 


After questions relative to brain 


diseaise, Hcovillo asked: ''Is it true 
any such disease can lie detected by 
in examination of that organ ?" 


Answer: I can onlv answer that 


;liero have been cases of brain dis- 
ease where upon examination after 
death no lesion of the brain was de- 
leted. 


The examination progressed with 


requent objections on the part of 
ho prosecution, requiring the ruling 
)f the court. One witness was about 
o retire, when Guiteau said: "Al- 
ow mo to ask if you hold the opinion 
hat a man cannot bo insane in a

In the January Ci-nlmi/, the "Legal 


Aspects of the Mormon Problem1 


are discussed by Arthur G. Sedgwick, 
who coueliules as follows: 


The failure of the attempt to break 


up the Mormon system by congre- 
gational legislation does not by any 
means, show that tho Mormon sys- 
tem will untimely prevail in Utah. 
The'operaiion of natural causes is 
certain, in tho long run, to sap the 
foundations of polygamy. The rail • 
roads have already brought the ter- 
ritory into communication with the 
rest of the country, and the develop- 
ment of the mines must ultimately 
bring in a large Gentilo population— 
almost altogether male. 
A strong 


tendtncy in the direction of mar- 
riages between Gentile men and the 
daughters of Mormon parents must 
spring up. Indeed, this is said to 
show itself already. There is no 
surplus of women in the west from 
which to recuit polygamous house- 
holds; the births of the two sexes are 
very nearly equal and the Mormon 
population is no longer being rapidly 
increased from abroad.asit was in the 
times of the early persecution of tho 
Church. It is now stationary, or 
nearly so, and being rapidly hem- 
med in by a community having a 
social system which all experience 
shows is the only one permanently 
adapted to modern industrial life. 
As the territory fills up, and the 
Mormons arc brought more and 
more into relations with the rest of 
the world, one of the strongest inter- 
nal cause of disintegration will un- 
questionably be the sense of shame 
operating upon the younger female 
generation. In tlw natural course 
of things, some of the daughters of 
Mormon householders must marry 
Gentiles, and others, who dp not 
marry ontside the church will be 
made keenly awaro that they are sur- 
rounded by a community which re 
gai'ds their position us a degraded

"as the servants of Mr. Bell of Baryows 
were cutting peats on Iroumacauuni 
Moor, when cutting near the bottom o 
the moss they laid open with thei 
spades what appeared to be the instru 
meats of an ancient game, consisting o 
an oaken ball eighteen inches in circuu 
ference, and seyen wooden pins, eat 
thirteen inches in length, of a conica 
shape with a circular top. These ancien 
keel pins, as they are termed by Strut! 
were standing erect on the hard til 
equidistant from each other, with the ex 
ception of two, which pointed toward th 
ball that lay about a yard in front, from 
which it may be inferred that they wer 
overthrown in the course of the game. 


The ball had been formed of solid oak 


and f torn its decayed state must have re 
mained undisturbed for centuries ti 
discovered at a depth of not less than 
twelve feet from the original surface.
